W ashington, Aug. 19 .—Aided by the 
last-ditch in surgen ts on the Republi­ 
can side, the solid Democracy of the 
house 
struggled 
earn estly 
but 
In­ 
effectually to override Presiden t T aft’s 
vetoes of the wool an d the farmers 
free list bills. 
On the wool bill, wifh twen ty -three 
Republican in surgen ts joining han ds 
with the Democrats, the vote was 227 
to 129 , five members votin g present. 
On the basis of the total vote cast, the 
227 members registered In favor of 
over-riding the presiden t’s veto was 
fourteen shy of the n ecessary two- 
thirds. 
On the free list bill, with 
twenty -five Republican in surgen ts as­ 
sistin g the majority , the vote was 226 
to 127, two members voting “presen t.” 
This vote of 226 in favor of passing 
the bill over the veto was eleven votes 
un der the n ecessary two-thirds. 


Cotton Bill Vetoed. 


The presiden t sen t a special mes­ 
sage to congress vetoin g the cotton 
bill. 
“The sam e reason s which im­ 
pelled me to decline to sign the wool 
bill control me in this case,” say s the 
president. 
“There are other reasons 
apparen t on the face of the bill, taken 
In connection with the existing law, 
which make it unwise to allow this bill 
to pass. 
The bill is so carelessly 
drawn that it would inevitably lead to 
the greatest un certain ty as to what 
articles are or are n ot covered by its 
various provisions. 
“This would impose a heavy burden 
on the adm in istrative bran ch of the 
government, create a disastrous un ­ 
certain ty in commercial circles, and 
lead to a burden some amoun t of liti­ 
gation. 
The 
bill, while 
apparen tly 
very simple and affecting only a few 
articles, is in reality so loose in its 
phraseology that it would affect hun ­ 
dreds of items in the existing tariff [ 
act. 
Conceding the wisdom of its gen ­ 
eral policy , the paragraphs of the bill 
ought to be re-written in definite and 
specific term s.” 
New Statehood Bill Passed. 
The statehood resolution offered by 
Sen ator William Alden Smith of Mich-! 
igan, chairm an of the sen ate com­ 
mittee on territories, adm ittin g Ari-1 
zona and New Mexico to statehood*, 
the former without the recall of the 
judiciary , passed the sen ate last even­ 
ing by a vote of 53 to 8. 
The resolu­ 
tion in its presen t form is acceptable 
to Presiden t Taft. 
It is gen erally predicted that both 
territories will accept the term s of the 
new resolution 
and come into the 
Union without further delay . The new 
statehood resolution will undoubtedly 
pass the house an d be approved by 
the president.

Large 
arc ah, east r i d south are comparative­ 
ly little affected. 
London durin g the 
day light hours came off pretty well, 
but the prospects began to cloud as 
evening came, and with regard to the 
future the hopes and fears are about 
even.

Strike leaders say that 229 ,000 men 
are already out, but this is disputed. 
Conferences were going on all day to­ 
day , but the results have been nil. As 
negotiations have not been abandoned, 
however, there is still hope of an early 
settlemen t. Indeed, it is rumored that 
Lloy d George has made new proposals 
do the men which are being further 
considered. 
There is an other report 
that the tail is wagging the >dog. 
It 
is stated th at Ramsey McDonald, Ar­ 
thur Hen derson and G. 11. Roberts, all 
members of parliamen t, are pressing 
the heads of the labor unions to ac- 
cept the suggestion of the government. 
The strike leaders are disposed to 
y ield, but the strikers themselves are 
Intractable, and through their local 
and provincial secretaries threaten to 
repudiate the leaders if they accept.
